LOW VALUE PLACED ON WOMAN'S VIRTUE. 


We promised yesterday ‘to allude to 
this subject again to-day. For reasons 


during the next five or six weeks, we 
do not propose to go into any extended 
argument to-day, to prove the shallow 
injustice of the system that considers 
woman so lost to a sense of virtue, that 
she readily falls a victim to the snares 
of vicions, carnal man; and that she 
must be watched with a suspicious vig- 
ilance, that puts oriental barbarity to 
the blush. Indeed-there is a refined 
cruelty in the practice of placing wives, 
daughters and sisters under such an 
heartless, uncharitable espionage, as 
requires the sleepless suspicion of fa- 
thers, brothers, husbands and a large 
force of secret police, to keep their vir- 
tue in safe keeping. It is a declara- 
tion louder than words can express it, 
that little or no confidence is resposed 
in the moral sentiment. of womankind. 
It is a virtual confession that their 
wives, daughters and sisters are to be 
measured by the barometer of their 
sensuality and lewdness, and by no 
other standard. Led slaves by an un- 
restrained passion, woman is not ad- 
mitted by them to oceupy a higher 
moral position in the social scale; and 
are looked on only as creatures to pan- 
der to the base, passionate desires of 
men. It won't doto cite the depravity 
existing elsewhere as a justification for 
this severe, uncharitable, unchristian 
opinion of woman’s value and sphere. 
That defense carries its own refutation 
with it. It is virtual by saying you 

mnst not become like inmates of the 
Eastern bagnios. Oh! Do anything, 
but that! The frequency, too, and the 
freedom with which Bishops, Apostles, 
Elders, teachers and the newspapers 
talk about such practices in public, fa- 
miliarizes the young with the subject 
of crime; and is reprehensible. The 
indelicate language frequently indulg- 
ed in by men who ought to be ex- 
amples of precision and modesty, may 
cause the blood to "many a time 
and oft,” to the cheeks of the young 
and crimson their temples with blush- 
es, but the frequency of the allusions 
makes them familiar with immodest 
language and conduct on the part of 
others, that they should be carefully 
guarded from. The prostitute, adulter- 
er, and seducer are terms not to be im- 
pressed on the youthful mind; better 
far to teach them the shining glories of 
a virtuous life, the value and advanta- 
ges of morality, and honesty, and in- 
tegrity, and charity, They will be bet- 
ter men and women for it. It will not 
produce so many seducers; nor will it 
result in so many victims; and there 
will be no need of justifying a doubtful 

course of life for man or woman, by 
saying, “I am not as bad as they are in 
the 

It is too true, perhaps, that in the 
crowded marts of commerce—New 
York, New Orleans, Cincinnati, and 
Chicago for instanée—that crime is 
alarmingly prevalent. 3It is to be re- 


gretted that vice and immorality have 0 


taken such a hold as they have. But 
it is doubtful policy to hold up vice to 
the young minds so frequently, as 
“Vice is monster of so frightful mein, 

That to be hated needs but to be seen; 

But seen too oft, familiar with its face, 

We firet shim, then pity, then embrace.”
